The work of translating medical books has been continued. 
Thomas on ‘‘ Diseases of Women” is nearly completed and one 
volume has already come from the press. The Physiology has 
been revised. The treatise on ‘‘ Theory and Practice” has been 
revised in part, and ‘ Diseases of the Skin” republished. The 
medical class has consisted of eleven young men and three young 
women. 
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Daily religious services have been held in the chapel, Rev. 
Kwan Lot or the Rev. B. C. Henry conducting them and Mrs. 
KERR presiding at the organ. The wards have been regularly 
visited by Bible women and native preachers, as well as by several 
of the missionary ladies. The schools under Mrs. Kirr’s direction 
have been a valuable addition to the religious instruction. 


It was proposed by Dr. Harper and seconded by Dr. 
MacDonaLp that the report as presented be accepted, and on this 


being agreed to the usual number was ordered to be printed in 
English and Chinese. 


The following report of the Committee of Management’ was 
then presented :— 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF MANAGEMENT. 


Your Committee report that the additional rooms voted at the 
last annual meeting have been built, and that these, with the use 
of two rooms in the old house, afford a comfortable dwelling for 
Dr. Swan. 


2.—The Hospital buildings are in good condition, and nothing 
beyond ordinary repairs will be required during the year. | 


3.—The cistern which Dr. Kerr undertook for the collection 

of rain water for the use of patients in cooking is not yet com- 
pleted, owing to difficulties in the ground where the excavation 
was made. He hoped to complete it before the approaching rainy 
season, without much additional cost. 


4,—An examination of the accounts for the eurrent expenses 
of the Hospital shows that the amount voted at the last annual 
meeting has been exceeded by about $700. This is owing chiefly 
to the fact that an unusual demand has been made to supply 
medicines to hospitals and dispensaries aided by the Society, and 
to the high rate of exchange. The receipts for medicines supplied 
and sold at cost are an off-set to the large bill for medicines pur- 
chased, and the actual outlay for Hospital expenses is reduced by 
so much, bringing it within the estimates voted. | 


5.—At the last Annual Meeting the Committee was authorized 
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to make arrangements for the delivery of Dr. THomson’s Semi- 
centennial address, and a meeting was called on the 18th of May, 
at which Mr. CHaLongeR ArasBasterR, Her Britannic Majesty’s 
Consul presided. At the conclusion of the address, a vote to 
publish it was passed. Dr. THomson wished for time to revise it, 


and in the meantime Mrs, Dr. Parker offered $100 to assist in 


paying the expense of printing. Your Committee recommend that 
the donation of Mrs. Dr. PARKER be accepted, that the address be 
published, and that an additional sum be placed at the disposal of 
the Committee to defray the expenses of printing this address, 
which comprises a complete and accurate history of the Society 
from its inauguration to the 50th anniversary.

It was moved by Dr. Harper, seconded by Mr. Pearce and 
duly carried,—that the report of the Maneging Committee be ac- 
cepted. 


After some discussion it was proposed by Dr. Happrr and 
seconded by Mr, Bonr,—that the Managing Committee be 
authorized to act with Dr, THomson in publishing, by subscription, 
his semi-centennial address, which contains a history of the 
Medical Missionary Society as compiled by him,—which was agreed 
to. 
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The Committee appointed at the last annual meeting to con- 
sider plans for the establishment of an asylum for the insane 
reported progress. It was moved by Mr. Bone and seconded by 
Mr. Simmons that the Committee be continued, which was earried. 


Dr. Kerr made a request with regard to some change that was 


desirable in one of the Hospital buildings for the accommodation of 
a hospital school, such change not to be an expense to the Society. 
On motion of Dr. Haprer, seconded by Mr. Tors, the matter was 
referred to the Managing Committee. | 


The Chairman referred to the great loss the Society had 
sustained early in the year by the death of its President, the late 
Hon. PerER Parker, M.D., R8.I. It was proposed by Dr. Har- 
PER and seconded by Mr. Henry that the Senior Vice-President 
and Managing Committee be appointed to draw up suitable resolu- 
tions and that these resolutions be published in the Annual Report. 


The following Resolutions were drawn up :— 


‘Whereas, in the providence of God the Hon. Peter Parker, 


M.D., R.S.1., the distinguished President of this Society, entered 


- into rest at his home in Washington, D.C., on the 10th of January, 


1888, at the ripe age of 84 years, and whereas, Dr. PARKER was 
one of the founders of this Society, and himself the founder and 
first physician and surgeon of this Society’s Hospital, which he 
opened on the 4th of November, 1835: Therefore, resolved :— 


1. That we place on record our high appreciation of the dis- 
tinguished services he has rendered to suffering humanity, and the 
cause of Christian Missions by establishing this Hospital and 
Society : by his personal services given for a long period of years: 
by his effective advocacy of the cause of medical missions in 
Europe and America, and by his life-long devotion to this special 
form of philanthropic and Christian work. 


2. That we bear cordial testimony to the many noble qualities 


that distinguished him as a Christian gentleman ; to his skill as a 
physician and surgeon: to his ability and fidelity as a statesman 
and diplomatist, and to his warm-hearted sympathy with all forms 
of benevolent work. 
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8. That we lament the loss which this Society sustains in the 
removal of him as its President and of the prestige which his name 
has given for more than half a century. 


4. That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to his 
family and friends.’ 


The election of Officers for the ensuing year was next pro- 


ceeded with. Mr. Bone moved that Dr. Kerr, the present Sen. 


Vice-President, be elected to the office of President. Mr, Torr 
seconded this motion. At the request of the Chairman Dr, Hap- 
PER, second Vice-President, took the Chair, and put the motion, 
which was unanimously carried. 


On motion of Mr. Henry, seconded by Mr. Srumons, Dr. 
Harrer‘was elected Senior Vice-President; and the name of Dr. 
D. J. MacGowan was added to the list of Vice-Presidents; the

The work of the Hospital has been carried on without inter- 


‘ruption during the past year. The Statistical tables show the 


usual attendance of patients, and we trust that a large amount of 
good has been done. 


As usual, two days in the week have been devoted to surgical 
operations, two, to out-patients and two, to the medical class. 


The records of hospitals and dispensaries show an aggregate of 


39,442 visits. The visits of out-patients to the hospital amount to 


17,200. More than 6870 individuals have been thus treated. The 
number of in-patients admitted was 1324. 


Cholera prevailed during the summer months. Our attendance 
was probably thus smaller than it otherwise would have been. Five 
died from this disease in the hospital. Three of these were 
women who had partaken of improper food. © 


We are pleased to see that so large a share of the funds 
of the hospital has been received from those who have been 
recipients of its favors. The entrance fees, together with special 
fees, amounted to $474.69, Room rent to $414.76, Chinese sub- 
scriptions $1,247.20, which, with $254.51 for Books sold, make a 
total of $2,391,16, more than half of the current expenses,

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Urinary Calculus.—During the year 65 cases were under 
treatment ; of which 24 were operated on by lateral lithotomy, 
with 5 deaths, and 13 by lithotrity, all of which were successful. 
A number of circumstances combined to give an unfavorable record 
in the lithotomy operations. The year was throughout an un- 
healthy one. Beginning with an epidemic of small pox, cholera 
spread over the whole Province and the whole Empire during the — 
summer, and fever prevailed to an unusual extent, all of these 
being attended with a mortality of many thousands, and the atmo- 
spheric conditions favoring them aggravated other diseases, and 
added a special danger to all capital surgical operations. Several | 
of the calculus patients were unfavorable subjects and only urgent 
necessity justified an operation. _ | 


In most of the cases in which lithotrity was resorted to the 
patients were in favorable condition, the stone small and hence the © 
satisfactory result of no deaths to record. Litholaplaxy or rapid 
lithotrity, after Bigelow’s method was used in all but one or two 
cases. 


Combined lithotomy and lithotrity.—The patient, a man eet. 27, 
a native of Nan-hai District, was admitted for phymosis, August 
9th, and circumcision was performed, August 19th, when sound- 
ing showed the presence of a large calculus, it was decided to. 
break up the stone in preference to making a large opening either: 
by the supra-pubic or lateral method. » 


On the 4th of October the usual lateral incision was made, and 
the stone seized with a light pair of lithotomy forceps and held 
against the opening, while a half-inch chisel, ground to a point for 
the purpose, was held in the right hand and its point fixed on the 
end of the stone. By a few strokes with a mallet in the hands of 
an assistant, some fragments were broken off; this was repeated 
until the pieces were reduced to a size that would admit of their 
being easily extracted through the opening made, Small frag- 
ments were taken out with the scoop and the bladder thoroughly 
washed out with water. The fragments weighed 34 ounces. 


The after-treatment consisted in the use of a large-sized 
rubber drainage-tube kept in the wound for ten days or two weeks, 
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and the washing of the bladder through it daily with warm water 
and a solution of boracic acid. After the removal of the stone the 
bladder was found to be lined with mucous exerescences as far as 
the finger could reach, and it was feared that the result would be 
unfavorable, but convalescence was interrupted only by a slight 
febrile attack, which soon passed off, and the wound healed 
promptly after the tube was removed. The patient was dismissed 
cured, October 29th. | 

‘We have had occasion to perform lithotomy in this way on 
several former occasions, and we are inclined to the opinion that it 
is the rational method of removing large calculi. When a stone 
remains in the bladder long enough to attain a large size without 
undermining the health of the patient, it has established tolera- 
tion, and this fact explains why the manipulation necessary to 
break up a stone in the manner above described is borne so well. 
The- use of the drainage-tube, as recommended by Reginald 
Harrison, is of great advantage, and I regard it as one of the 
most important improvements in the after-treatment of many cases 
of lithotomy. 

The use of drills so constructed as to reduce the stone to 
powder instead of breaking it into fragments, would be better in 
that it would prevent the slight shocks unavoidable in the use of 
the mallet. | 

Dermoid Cyst.—A girl wet. 16 was admitted, September 10th, 
with enlargement of the abdomen, of six years’ duration. There 
being doubt as to the nature of the disease, an exploratory incision 
was made, September 26th. A large quantity of slightly colored 
fluid was discharged, and with it tufts of hair and lumps of white, 
sebaceous or fatty matter. A solid tumor was found in the lower 
part of the abdomen, and it was decided not to attempt excision. 
Septicemic poisoning and fever resulted in death on the 3rd of 
October. Drs. Swan, and McDonaxp were present 
at the post-mortem examination, at which it was found that the 
tumor was attached to the right ovary and broad ligament, and 
that the cyst was closely adherent to the abdominal wall in front 
and on its upper and posterior part to the omentum. The cyst was 
very thick, and:‘on its removal more hair and white sebaceous 
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matter was found. The solid portion consisted of muscular and 
cutaneous tissues in which were embedded irregular pieces of bone 


and small fragments resembling imperfectly-formed teeth. 


Obstetrical cases.—The number of obstetrical calls, 54 in all, 
shows a’ slight increase over last year. We still have to mourn 
that calls come so late. Two died before the physician could 


reach them and others were found in a state of exhaustion. 


The 


great mortality in these cases is not alone due to failure to send 
for proper assistance m proper time, bnt also to failure in follow- 
ing the directions eoneerning the after treatment, as well as, to 
actually injurious treatment, received from midwives before deli- 


very, or from friends or native doctors after delivery. |

-Retroversion of Gravid Uterus.—Case I, A Bible woman con- 
nected with the Wesleyan Mission while visiting from house to 
house found a woman who seemed indifferent to her instructions. 
Upon being urged to listen she replied that as she had not been 
able to pass urine for 25 days she had no heart for talk. The 
Bible woman advised her to go immediately to the hospital, which 
she did.: Sept. 30th, Gave history, that she was the mother of five 
children, and had been pregnant four lunar months. Was first 
seen by female student who used catheter, withdrawing 19 pounds 
of urine. Oct. 1st, entered hospital, bladder distended and tense, 
appearing like gravid uterus of sixth month. Drew nine pounds of 
urine. Elevation of buttocks, followed in several hours by attempt 
at reposition in knee-elbow position, first with two fingers in 
vagina, then through rectum, but was unsuccessful. Oct. 2nd, 
introduced pear-shaped pessary and distended with air. Examined 
patient after ten hours and found uterus in place. Was obliged to 


use catheter a month before bladder regained its power. Noy. 18, 
discharged cured. 


Case II, Was called to see patient in Western Suburbs, 
said to be suffering from stone in the bladder. Patient 
was thirty-six years of age and had six children; had suffered 
with prolapsus uteri since the birth of twins. Menstruation had 


ceased for two months and a half. Complete retention of urine 
and obstinate constipation for ten days. 


Patient was in exhausted state and complained of constant 
bearing down pains. Abdomen enlarged as at 7th month of pre- 
gnancy. Bladder tense and distinctly felt about on a level with 
2 Tenderness of abdomen and some tympanitis. Was 


umbilicus. 
unable to retain any food. After drawing eight lbs. of urine, 


placed patient in knee-elbow position and with two fingers in vagina 


Dec. 31st, patient entered hospital. 
Drew five pounds of urine. Uterus prolapsed, cervix protruding at 


vulva, Abdominal pain and rectal tenesmus, but condition im- 
proving. 


Amputation of female breast.—Of the eight cases of amputa- 
tion of the female breast the largest weighed ten and a third 
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pounds. The patient was fifty years old and very anaemic. The 
“tumor was fibro-cystic in nature and had been growing for eight 


years. It was causing her much pain, as well as inconvenience 
by its weight. After a month’s treatment with ferruginous tonics, 
the operation was performed July 10th; patient made a good 


recovery, though she left the — before the wound had 
entirely healed. 


Odontoma.—A case of this rare affection was met with in an 
out-patient at the Canton Hospital. The patient was a man about 
25 years old, and the wisdom tooth of the right side lower jaw was 


the one affected. It was extracted with much difficulty. The 
bony tumor surrounded the root of the tooth, which was firmly 


fixed init. After drying there was partial separation on one side; 


but the tooth did not become loose. The cut on p. 22 represents 


the size and shape of the osseous tumor, the tooth projecting from 
one side. Its thickness was five eighths of an inch, | 


Mr, Heath, in his lectures at the Royal College of Surgeons, 
states that only nine cases of this affection have been recorded, all 
of which were in the lower jaw. Inthe Lancet for January 14th, 


1888, Jordan Floyd, F.R.C.8., Birmingham, gives one ol the 
upper Jaw. 
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Medical Class.\—The medical class has consisted of eleven 
_ young men and three young women. The students receive no 
pecuniary aid from the hospital and are expected to pay a fee of 
_ twenty dollars a year and to purchase their own books, All instruc- 
tion is given in Chinese. KRecitations are required. The following 
branches have been taught during the past year.

It is highly desirable that a full course of instruction should 
be given in the three years required, and that some method should 
be found to make a certificate of proficiency a thing to be desired. 
China being without law with reference to the medical prac- 
titioner, there is no avoiding the fact that some Chinese, whether 
qualified or not, will use foreign means and remedies in the treat- 
ment of disease. It must be our aim to lessen the evils and 
increase the benefits to be derived from those who would follow 
foreign methods in the healing art. 


The religious services in the hospital have been conducted by 
the Rey. Kwan Lot, pastor of the 2nd Presbyterian church, and 


the Rey. B. C. Henry, who has assisted two mornings each week 
when not absent in the country. 


All the patients who are able to walk, together with friends 
and servants, are expected to be present at morning prayers. A 
class of men has been taught by Dr. Swan on Sabbath morning. 
The women are divided into classes and taught by the female 
medical students and bible women. All attend also the regular 
Sabbath service. Religious conversation is carried on in the wards 
by pastor, physicians, assistants, preachers and bible women. 
Mrs. Swan and other missionary ladies have visited the women’s 
wards at different times. Many books and papers are sold to the 
patients. Four men and six women from among the pationts have 
been received into the church. 
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The Hospital School, under the care of Mrs. Kerr, opened 
about the middle of March, and the enrollment of pupils during the 
year was137. Of these 34 were boys, 53 girls, and 50 women. For 
a number of months a female teacher only was in charge. About 
the first of September the services of a young man were obtained, 
who spent two hours each day with the school boys, afterwards 
occupying his time selling and distributing books, also visiting and 
instructing the patients in the wards as he had opportunity. The 
progress of the pupils in study was quite satisfactory. Seven of 
these became church members. A number of others were ex- 
amined, but it was thought best to defer their baptism until they 
should receive further instruction. There is a prospect of better 
accommodation for this work the coming year, as it is hoped a 
proper building can be erected fur school purposes. 


No addition has been made to the rooms in the hospital. -We 


can accommodate over 200 patients. The patients supply their 
own food, bedding and servants, as heretofore. | 


REPURT OF THE 13rn STREET DISPENSARY FOR WOMEN 
AND CHILDREN 1888. 


The attendance at the dispensary still*remaining small, and 


its proximity to the hospital and the new dispensary at Tung Tak 


Tai Kai, being taken into consideration, I deemed it advisable to 
discontinue my visits there: accordingly the dispensary was closed 
on June 6th 1888. Up tothis time the doors had been open regu- 


larly: on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons; the Bible woman 


giving instruction to waiting patients as heretofore. 


Let us hope that it has accomplished some good in the three 
and a half years of its existence. 


From January Ist till June 6th I saw 156 new patients and 


237 old ones. Trivial operations were performed such as extracting 


teeth and lancing abcesses.

YEUNG-KONG REPORT FOR 1888, 
Jos. C. THomson, M.D. 


While the routine work furnishes nothing particularly worthy 
of remark, the statistics of which are given elsewhere, it may be 
of interest to refer to incidents in connection with itinerations 
about the country. 

Cholera being unusually prevalent and fatal during this year, 
on our Summer trip particularly we found it all the way from 
Kong-Mun to Mui-Lok. While not a few cases were treated, con~- 
siderable medicine dispensed, and a Cholera circular we had struck 
off, offering suggestions and inviting to the hospital, distributed | 
widely ; yet the treatment of those suffering from such visitations _ 
is far from satisfactory. | 

As a chief reason, the pestilence is believed to be from the gods 
and they had decreed this year to be. one of great mortality, one 
placard giving the dictum of the ‘Goddess of Mercy’ by way of the 
Emperor, and another prescribing a cure by a great doctor of ancient 
times revealed by planchette in view of the decreed grievous plague ; 
so the resource of the people is to idol worship to appease the anger 
of the gods. Their idol processions were remarkable for number 
and character. The expense and labour in connection with them 
ought to have availed something, but alas the bearers in the proces- 
sions were sometimes themselves stricken down, and so much ado 
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was rather conducive to the:spread of cholera. Whole families died, 
and in the large centres thousands are believed to havedied. New- 
ly made graves were abundant and coffinmakers and undertakers 
did a great business and charged high prices. While in many 
eases the attack was mild, rather choleraic diarrhoea, specially in 
its recurrence in the later weeks, and apparently not contagious, 
yet often death was very sudden and the cholera of the ‘dry’ 
form, Fasts were proclaimed, in fresh meats at least, to appease 
the gods, though fruits and vegetables, more potent than all the | 
gods in its causation, were not proscribed. Individuals and socie- 
ties distributed medicine and circulars gratuitously. At Mui-Lok 
we sought to relieve a number, according to custom carried outside 
the City walls to a ‘Rest,’ in death, where living and dying lay 
side by side; but our efforts were not welcomed by those in charge 
due more or less to the fact that the presence of foreigners is believ- 
ed to be in itself a cause of displeasure on the part of the gods. 
Definite figures touching the death-rate we can of eourse not give, 
and the senseless cures of the native practitioners when they are 
called in we have not space to mention. The quackery of a north- 
ern Provinee doetor with his dromedary is illustrative. The uses 
of his faithful animal were three, he told me, to carry his load, to 
advertise the doctor, the unusual spectacle of a camel in the south 
constantly attracting a crowd, lastly but chiefly for his saliva with 
which the doctor makes his famous plasters. 

The massage doctor announced by his peculiar rattle plays a 
good service, as seemingly do the partially foreign taught practi- 
titioners of a number of these towns. At the time of the cholera 
scare we were also more or less affected by a widespread rumor on 
variously worded placards large and small in substance that fore- 
igners, ‘one hundred from Macao’ according to one large placard, 
or their Chinese agents were abroad over all the southwest robbing 
youths of their virile parts to be made into medicine. 

The excitement was very considerable with frequent rumors 
of guilty parties being caught, cut to pieces, etc. Opposition on this 
score was manifested at several points, but always gave way to an 
explanation of what our calling was. At Tin-pah, where objection 
was made to our stopping at the inn and protection was sought for 
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us from the officials by some friends, before we left two days after 
our arrival, we were invited by the military official to lodge at his 
Yamun and offered money to tarry and continue our medical work. 
Farther down at Mui-Lok we had hardly more than reached an inn 
before we were invited by a native physician to lodge with him, as 
also later by another party. But the excitements of the cholera, 
every night hideous with the din and noise of the processions, and 
the above-mentioned damaging rumor, along with a general lawless- 
ness interfered with satisfactory work. These disturbing causes, — 
and frequent burglaries of pawnshops etc., beside considerable alarm 
over the declared intention of the Triads from Kwangsai to capture 
on the 19th and 21st of November the cities of Ko-chaw and Yeung- 
kong, show the unfavorable state of affairs for our work. The 
Yeung-kong officials were themselves so alarmed as to enlist soldiers, 
improve their fortifications and inhumanly suspend a thief by his 
neck, with hands tied and stones fastened to his legs till in agony 
he expired after some eighteen hours. Rumors of the looting of the 
residence of myself and family, with an attempt later of a mob led 
by several of the literati to effect our expulsion anda placard on 
our chapel door appointing aday for its burning and the killing of 
the ‘foreign devil’ and his converts, was the extent te which a dis- 
turbed state of feeling affected us personally. 


Not only were we not ejected but when the time came for us to 
leave we were cordially invited to return and several outlying 
towns offered us places for residence. We have thus travelled over ~ 
hundreds of miles, much of it on foot, and along with our assistants 
dispensed, preached and sold many gospels and tracts, and have 
knowledge of the assent on the part of a number to the divine and 
beneficent character of Christianity.

REPORT OF THE 8Z PAI LAU DISPENSARY, 1888. 
By Mary H. Fotton, M.D. 


The Dispensary has been opened the past year two days, 
Wednesday and Saturday of each week. 4340 cases have been treat- 
ed, 116 minor operations performed. Those needing severe opera- 
tions have been sent to the hospital where they could receive pro- 
per after-treatment. During my absence on country trips etc. Dr. 
Mary Niles very kindly took my place for nearly three months. 
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LES Two Bible women have been in constant attendance on dispens- 
ing days. Miss Sophia Preston has given weekly instruction every 
Wednesday. She finds many who have entirely lost faith in their 
gods, and feels that much prejudice has been dissipated, and the 
Light is penetrating darkened minds and homes. 


The increase of attendance over last year is a thousand, and 
the work is in every way encouraging.

REPORT OF WORK IN HAINAN. 


The Hospital and Dispensary at Nodoa has been open daily for 
the most part of the year; Nodoa being the head-quarters of the 
officers in charge of the Northern army corps, quite a number of 
| soldiers and others have been applying for treatment. I have

Besides these I saw a number of out-patients while going 
about in the country, and visiting Kiungchow. There was during 
LZ Apriland May a great deal of sickness among the troops, mostly fever, 
caused by the heavy duties, more especially night duties, imposed 
by the fresh uprising of the deported Hakkas. At this very time 
there was also much sickness among the troops in the South of the 
Island, The Taotai of Kiungchow and the Commander-in-Chief of — 
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the southern forces telegraphed several times urging me to come to 
their help, but if was simply impossible for me to do so having my 
hands more than full in the north. During the month of June 
there was less sickness, and having got the wounded off my hands I 
made a visit to Kiungchow, hoping if possible from there to make a 
visit to Ling-sui, the head-quarters of the Southernarmy. I found, 
however, on my arrival in Kiungchow that the Commander-in- 
Chief and many sick soldiers had arrived there and were awaiting 
my return. After about a month’s stay in the City I was pre- 


paring to go to Ling-sui, but news from Nodoa demanded my im- 
mediate presence there.

No. 1 had apparently been struck by a spent bullet on the 
chest. No. 2 hada passing shot which grazed his upper left cheek and 
then shattered the lobe of his left ear. No 3 had received a slug 
wound through the nose a few lines to the left of the centre of the 
nasal bone. I made examination with a probe through the nose 
and thought I observed some foreign body in the back wall about 


the foramen magnum, but it was not till the third day that I 


managed with a pair of polypus forceps to bring out a small lead 
slug; the wound healed without much trouble, but it was over two 


months before the patient was completely relieved of a stiffness in 
the neck.
